THE FLOODS IN SHANTUNG, — 
Tsi-nan-fa, North China, Oct. 17. 
Tho latest news, which is discussed from 
mouth to mouth in the capital of the Shan- 
tung Provinco, is the unusual fall of rain: 
During the month of September it scarcely 
rained: at all, but for the first half of the 
month of October rain fell almost daily, and 
at times very heavily. Tho wheat which 
was sown before the rain is growing finciy, 
and now that olcar weather haa come, the 
wheat yet to-be sown will be pat in. The 
Jong season of wet weather did some dam- 
age to the bean crop, not entirely gathored, 
The great: cause of distress and alarm is 
the extensive rise of the Yellow river, For 
over ton years it has not beon at so high a 
water mark, and considerable tract.of coun- 
try bordering it is.submerged. There ore 
reports of the river having broken its banks 
in several ‘places; both to the east and west 
of here, and I have heard people, say that 
“ China must be doomed,” because of the 
qaick succession of famine, pestilence and 
flood. oe : . 
» Yesterday, with'a foreigner just arrived 
from Chefoo, I visited the river post-of Tsi- 
nan-fa—Loa K'ou~and the Arsenal, The 
distance from the city to Loa K‘on is twelve 
%; a road usually. thronged with passengers 
on foot, on donkeys, in Peking carts, and 
on wheelbarrows. We found most of the 
country turned into a lake, and had to 
make our way in boats over cultivateu flelds 
and along the main roads. Carts were 
dragging through the mad a long round,— 
twice the usual distance. Even some largo 
junks loaded with grain were approaching: 
the city”by means of.a little creek now 
swollen to a great river.. We onquired for: 
boats for southern Shansi, but although we 
found many Kai-feng-fu (capital of Honan) 
freight junks, which were eager to take 
passengers to Shansi,—there were no com- 
fortable ‘passenger boats, so our errand, of 
finding a good way of reaching Shansi by 
water, proved a failure. A largehouse boat 
had jnst arrived from Suchow and was 
ready for passengers or freight for tho 
south, but was not willing to go up the. 
Yellow river. -Wé were comforted with the 
information that if steam-boats passed up 
the river the passage could be mado quickly 
and comfortably: ; as it ia now, with the cur- 
rent so strong and the banka overflowed so 
that ‘trackers cannot bo used, without a 
satrong ‘north wind no vessels can pass up 
stream. No steumer was ever seen in these 
waters except the steam dredger, which ar- 
rived from Tsi-ming-cho this last spring, 
It lies unused near Lao-kou. We visited 
tho Arsenal and found the superintendent 
just trying his new invention, which was 
machine for grinding ink on an inkstone. 
Four great pieces of ink, each an inch thick, 
were fastened at equal distances in a cirou- 
lar disc, which worked above the round ink: 
stone like the upper will stone of a flour 
mill, To an iron fiy. wheel, over a foot in 
diameter, a handle was attached by which 
the operator ground the ink fast enough to 
keep several hundred of the literati busy 
with their pens. As Mr Shu thus shows 
-his devotion to letters, itis to be hoped that 
these croaking literary gentlemen will be 
satisfied. now that it is evident he has not 
become 8 barbarian by studying foreign 
science, In the workshops Armstrong guna 
wera being mado, but-not in such nambers 
as to imply: wir as imminent,.

The practice of scaling letters Passing to 
and from the East and ‘West- Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as is, specially prepared), is 
attended with much intonvenience, and 
frequently with serious injury, .not only.to 
the letters #0 sealed but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion.of the letters to.each other. The 
public are therefore recommended, in all 
such cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondents in the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


The registration of a packet makes its 
transmiasion much more secure, {nasmuch 
as, under ordinary circumatances, a_rogis-. 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course; and thus the loss of a rogistered 
packet is a very rare.occurrence. - Neverthe- 
less Targy sums of money or other articles
